cussed the advisability of legislation 
•which would prohibit the federal re- 
serve system from allowing its re- 
sources to be used to support stock 
market operations. 
It has -been 


contended on the other hand that 
the Federal Reserve board now has 
discretionary authority and that no 
legislation is needed. 


The report by the federal reserve 


board therefore at this time is like- 
ly to be regarded as an explanation 
of what actually can be done under 
existing authority.

the council of churches. 


The resignation will take 
effect 


Jan. 31, 1S31, and carries with it a 
retirement allowance and 
a three 


months leave of. absence beginning 
May 1. 


Dr. MacFarland tendered his resig- 


nation after an investigation had 
disclosed that he accepted remunera- 
tion from Will Hays' motion picture 
organization for advising the pro- 
ducers and distributors 
on 
films 


dealing with religious subjects. He 
said at the time that his connection 
with the film organization had ended 
before the investigation was begun.

Vienna — OP) — Count 
Adalbert 


Stcrnberg, Austria's champion of lost 
causes, died today of heart disease at 
the age of G2. 
In his life Count Sternberg always 


was on the 
side 
of the weakest, 


and fought against political corrup- 
tion. He hated his fellow aristocrats, 
civilian and military, 
and even in- 


sulted Emperor Franz Joseph. 


A year ago he slapped-Count Gen- 


eral Herbertstein 
in front 
of the 


vSaachcr hotel for having recommend- 
ed his expulsion from the aristocrat- 
ic Jockey club. 
He was sometimes 


described as the greatest brawler In 
the old dual monarchy. 


Of Tincontrolled passions, he- con- 


tinually sought adventure. Learning 
of the Jameson raid on South Africa 
he rushed to the Orange Free State 
and joined General Kronje's army. 
In the ensuing conflict be was tahen 
prisoner and brought 
to London 


where he was released.

70 PER CENT OF SUN 
GUT OFF BY ECLIPSE 
MONDAY AFTERNOON 


Scientists Making Elaborate 


Preparations for Photog- 
raphy 


At six minutes after 2 o'clock, Mon- 


day afternoon all Appletou eyes turn- 
ed toward the heavens wilT see a par- 
tial eclipse of the sun. It is esti- 
mated that about 70 per cent of the. 
sun will be eclipsed in this area; the 
Pacific coast will see a total eclipse, 
the first visible in this country since 
the one of Jan. 24, 1925, which dark- 
ened New York ' and New England 
and was partially visible over a much 
wider area. 


An army airplane, sailing along at 


100 miles an hour, nearly two mile's 
above the earth and carrying a scien- 
tist with a powerful camera, will be 
the chief instrument with which Am- 
erican astronomers 
will 
seek 
to 


check up on the total eclipse. 


The eclipse—caused by the pass 


age of the moon between the sun 
and the earth—will be total only in 
a very destricted area; and although 
the darkness will come gradually 
and disappear slowly the period of 
actual totality will last only one sec- 
ond. 
Consequently, scientists 
are 


making elaborate and carefully cul- 
tivated plans for photographing the 
eclipse at the instant of its max- 
imum. 


Beginning slightly above San Fran- 


cisco and running northwest over 
California, northwest 
Nevada, 
the 


southeastern tip of. Oregon and cen- 
tral Idaho, the shadow formed by. 
the total eclipse will cut a black 
band less than a half a mile wide 
and ending somewhere in Montana. 
Beyond 'that point the eclipse will 
no longer be total. 


Within that area, shortly before 11 


o'clock in the morning, observers can 
see a total eclipse. 
Twilight condi- 


tions will prevail. 
Throughout the 


rest of the United States the eclipse 
will be only partial, decreasing in in- 
tensity as the distance increases. 


In Carson City, Nev., and Helena, 


Mont., for instance, the eclipse will 
be 97 per cent. In Washington, D. 
C., the heavens wiil begin to darken 
shortly after 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and at 3:23 a maximum of 49 
per cent will be reached. 
In New 


York the intensity will be 54 per 
cent; in Boston 58 per cent; in Chi- 
cago, 64 per cent; in New Orleans, 
30 per cent; in Atlanta, 36 per cent. 


Because it casts such a narrow 


band of shadow in its period of to- 
tality, and is of such a short dur- 
ation, the eclipse will be a real test 
for scientists trying to photograph 
it. 


By keen mathematics astronomers 


have calculated 
the path of the 


eclipse and have set up stations for 
observing it along this path. But so 
narrow is this line, that the slightest 
error in their calculations might find 
them off the actual track. 


It is for this reason that the "air 


plane observatory" has been decided 
on in California. 
By this means, 


the scientist in the plane high above 
the clouds and flying at a speed of 
100 or more miles an hour will be 
in the most favorable position to 
take one or two photographs of the 
moon at the instant it completely 
covers the face of the sun. Along- 
side this plane may fly another, the 
second plan carrying another scien 
tist with a motion picture camera. 
The airplane idea is a precaution in 
case clouds bank ground cameras. 


Dr. H. M. Jeffers, of the Lick ob 


servatory, Mt. Hamilton, Calif., is to 
be the photographer in' the first 
plane. 


To observe the eclipse from the 


ground, the University of California 
scientists are getting up a station 
near Camptonvllle, Calif. At this 
point, besides the regular instru 
menls for observing the eclipse, three 
special cameras will be set up along 
the shadow path at 
intervals of 


about one-third of a mile, .with a 
photographer ready to snap the pho- 
tograph of the total eclipse as soon 
as it reaches each spot. 


In charge of the ground work at 


Camptonville will be Dr. J. H. Moore 
and Dr. D. H. Mer.zel, both of Lick 
observatory. 


Before the eclipse reaches the Cal- 


ifornia coast, starting about 270 miles 
to the southwest, it will be annular, 
or ring-shaped, the outer edge of the 
sun peering over the intervening 
moon. Then, as the coast is reach- 
ed the moon will completely obscure 
the sun. After leaving Montana, the 
eclipse again will assume is annular 
form and will pass on into Canada 
and tho south Hudson Bay region 
disappearing over the Atlantic ocean 
south of Greenland.

He said he believed she 
changed her mind, however, and re- 
turned to Laguna Beach where she 
later was seen enroute to toe Palmer 
bungalow. 
After brooding for two 


hours over her deed, Jersigan be- 
lives, she came to the fatal decisios, 
entered the Palmer home and took 
her own life in a room just a few 
feet from the one in which lay the 
body, of her friend.

educational freedom to Students." If 
the 
revised 
plan is 
passed, 


the entire university 
faculty 
will 


vote on the project, and if again suc- 
cessful, the board of resents 
will 


consider the proposals. 
"With 
the 


regents' sanction the revised curric- 
ulum will go into effect next Sep- 
tember. 


The program Is aimed to fill two 


educational needs. It would continue 
to open the doors of the university 
to all those, who-wish to obtain high- 
er education, and at the same time 
limit its degrees to those who show 


- marked scholarship 'ability. 


For persons -wishing higher edu- 


cation, tlfe curriculum revision plan 
would permit all persons Qualified 
under present standards to enter the 
'university, and at the end of two 
years students would receive a cer- 
tificate and tho rank of, graduate in 
liberal studies. At the same time, 
htudents would be permitted to en- 
roll without working for a degree 
and select courses at random. 


At the end of two years, all stu- 


, dents would be divided into three 
s classes, the lower group being auto- 
rnatically dropped from the univer- 
sity, the middle 'group admitted to 
the junior year only by grant of a 
board, and the higher group admit- 
ted without question.

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STUDENT DRINKING 


W. W. Roper, head football 
coach 


of Princeton, tells the house commit- 
tee investigating prohibition there is 
considerable drinking among the stu- 
dents. Just how much more there is 
than before prohibition he does not at- 
tempt to say, but he says it is of a 
Averse form, "in that it is done openly 
by both girls and men for the simple 
reason it is the smart thing to do. He 
thinks the present regime has instilled 
a false psychology into the young and 
says he fears to send his own children 
to college. 


Mr. Roper's opinions about the prev- 


alence of student drinking are differ- 
ent than those.-of Coach Yost of Michi- 
gan and Athletic Director Stagg of 
Chicago university. 
The difference 


may be explained possibly by the fact 
that there is a great deal more wealth 
in the East and Avith it naturally more 
sophistication and 
less stability of 


-character. Princeton is one of the coun- 
try's exclusive great universities. It 
could not be expected to have stand- 
ards of morality and judgment quite 
so high as other more democratic but 
well conducted schools. 


Some student drinking, like drinking 


among the parents of the 
students, 


may doubtless, be attributed to 
the 


common human instinct of liking to do 
things not inherently criminal that are. 
forbidden. 
Still, the sex liberality of 


today is hardly to be charged up to 
prohibition. It is xiue, we think, in its 
motevpri3iiounced pha'se, to an altered 
social psychology. The cause of ;this 
change is deeper and more complicated 


t than the simple explanation that it is 
' one 'of the attendant evils of the eigh- 
teenth amendment. 


So far as the orgy of drinking of the 


last few years is concerned, it Avill run 
itself out, prohibition or no prohibition. 
Already there are hints of reactions 
against it. Men and Avomen are not go- 
ing to make fools of themselves indefi- 
nitely and ruin their health for 
the 


satisfaction of doing something 
the 


law has forbidden them to do. Their 
own common sense and intelligence is 
finally going to put restraint on their 
conduct and habits. Only a person so 
Aveak as to be almost imbecilic goes on 
drinking and carousing until his health 
is gone, his future blasted and his fam- 
ily life all but destroyed. 


We Avill have a return of education- 


al repudiation of drinking just as AVC 
did before prohibition. 
There is no 


reason why AVC should be concerned in- 
definitely Avith people Avho deliberately 
Avreck themselves with drink, particu- 
larly so when they do it on the infan- 
tile excuse that it is a mark ot social 
distinction or that they resent 
inter- 


ference Avith their personal liberty. 


This is not to be construed as a de- 


fense of prohibition. It has nothing to 
do Avith the fact that it is fundamen- 
tally wrong, and that the eighteenth 
amendment has no proper place in the 
constitution. 
There is ample ground 


on which to judge prohibition an error 
and a failure without 
compromising 


ourselves to the extent of assessing 
spinelessncss and dumbness to its in- 
fluence. 


CONSERVING CHILD HEALTH

tion arc under eighteen years of age. 
Today's younger generation is actual- 
ly larger than the country's whole pop- 
ulation in 1870. National Child Health 
day, then, which is to be celebrated on 
May 1st, takes on an importance which 
every citizen-parent from 
President 


Hoover doAvn can scarcely fail to rec- 
ognize. 


Incidentally, President Hoover, as 


president 
of the 
American 
Child 


Health association, originated the idea 
of National Child Health clay and has 
htd this to say of the entire child 
health problem: "If we could grapple 
•with the Avholc child situation for one 
generation, our public health, our cco- 


t nomic efficiency, the moral character, 


sanity and stability 
of our 
people 


Avould advance three generations 
in 


one. These complex problems cannot 
be solved by an iron-clad system of 
governmental action. When all public 
interest has expended itself, child de- 
velopment still rests with parents, and 
parents need much bringing up. Much 
can be done by the waking of public 
conscience in every community. Much 
still remains to be carried out by ac-, 
tion from the state in its local as Avell 
as national phases." 


It may be Avell to reflect on what 


this community is doing to help the 
national government in this important' 
matter.

is taking; Nothing that the enumera- 
tors have turned up so far has been as 
interesting as their disclosure that the 
small toAvn of the Middle west seems 
to be heading for oblivion. 


Nearly 60 per cent of the 
small 


tOAvns counted in Illinois and Indiana 
shoAved a decline in, population during 
the last 10 years. 
Some have been 


abandoned altogether, and even those 
that have increased in size are increas- 
ing less rapidly than the normal birth 
increase. 
It Avill be interesting to see 


if there is a similar tendency in other 
states. 


A good many things are responsible 


for holding up village 
development. 


The automobile a.nd the hard-surfaced 
highway probably head the list. They 
have freed the farmer of his 
depen- 


dence on the crossroads store, the vil- 
lage doctor, the diminutive country 
bank and the small town professional 
man. Movies, radios and daily news- 
papers probably have played a part 
too. The rural hamlet, in other words, 
has outlived much of its usefulness. 
People no longer need it as they once 
did. 


This change indicates a shift in a 


basic part of American life. These ru- 
ral villages Avould not be dAvindling un- 
less some very profound change Avere 
coming over us. Our population seems 
to be getting centralized; yet, at the 
same time, it is altogether impossible 
just now to tell Avhat the final result 
will be. 
Will Ave all, eventually, be 


grouped into big cities? 
Or will the 


cities, in their turn, begin to split up as 
improvement in transportation 
con- 


tinues, so 'that suburban villages Avill 
lie scattered over a 100 mile radius? 
Either thing can happen; it 
Avill be 


years before AVC can see which it is to 
be.

Dr. 
Robert M. Hutchins, 
youthful 


president of the University of Chicago, 
on the basisN of the address he made 
to the nation's neAvspaper editors at 
Washington. He invites argument. Re- 
marking that the country is "suffering 
from over-production of everything ex- 
cept brains," 
Dr. Hutchins suggests 


that if only "persons 
Avho actually 


think" subscribed to the ncAvspapers, 
their sale Avould be extremely limited. 


This looks like an indictment of the 


public rather than the press. It occurs 
to a newspaper editor, hoAvever, that 
the learned young doctor applies his 
principle too narrowly. If only persons 
Avho actually think Avent to college, AVC 
fear that the output of college gradu- 
ates Avould be extremely limited. Pos- 
sibly, as he says, the newspapers arc 
not devoting enough space to cduca- 
"tional subjects. But Dr. Hutchins may 
be too young to realize, from his OAVII 
observation, the immense progress 
made in this respect by the American 
press. Many times as much newspaper 
space is given today to educational 
matters as Avas given 20 years ago, and 
the matter is far better presented. 


Granted, there has been a great in- 


crease in mere entertainment features 
in our newspapers, yet recently the 
increase in educational features, es- 
pecially scientific, historical and litc- 
rary, has been more notable. Though 
AVC say it 
Avho shouldn't, it is quite 


probable that the press in this country 
today is a far greater educational pow- 
er than the college.

Today's Anniversary 


MONROE'S BIRTH 


On April 28, 1758, James Monroe, fifth presi- 


dent of the United States, was born in West- 
moreland county, Virginia, 


He 'was sent to William and Mary College, but 


left it at the outbreak of the Revolutionary 
War to join Virginia troops in New York. Sent 
back to Virginia to raise a new regiment, Mon- 
roe made the acquaintance of Thomas Jefferson, 
then governor of Virginia. 


This contract had a deci&ive influence on Mon- 


roe's career, for. at the asre of 25 he entered 
Congress as a delegate from his native state. 
After serving three successive terms, he was 
sent to Prance as minister. Ho was recalled after 
two years for making an address which accen- 
tuated tho strained relations between Franco and 
the United States. 


In 3S16. after he had served as governor of 


Virginia, Monroe was elected president of the 
United States by the Republican, now the Demo- 
cratic party. His most noteworthy acts included 
the recognition of the independence of Mexico 
and of the South American republics and the 
promulgation of what was called the "Monroe 
Doctrine." The period of his administration is 
known as the "era of good feeline" because of 
tho general prosperity and absence of party 
strife.

driac. The fact that his statements 
hold water somewhat over 50 per 
cent of the time should be a cause 
for congratulation, rather than cen- 
sure . . ."

Thank 


you, 
brothers. It Is something to be 


right even half the time these days. 
I'd rather be right than sarcastic. I 
think. However, I spurn.the gratui- 
tous intimation that I grind out my 
daily truth for neurotics and hpyo- 
chondriacs. As a matter of fact those 
birds get very little sympathy from 
me. Ask any of them you encounter 
in practice, and sec. 


If the columnist with the outsize 


cranium knows his Minnesota medi- 
cal frlenls, and1 he believes he does, 
the new method of extirpating ton- 
sils will be as popular in Minnesota 
presently as it is in other parts of 
the country. Whatever reactionary 
attitude the leaders of the Minnesota 
profession may elect to take at the 
moment, in respect to diathermy 
extirpation of tonsils, the rank and 
file of the doctors of the great north- 
west are wide awake and the laity 
of that section—well, I doubt wheth- 
er there is a higher level of general 
intelligence than you find in Minne- 
sota.

extirpated the tonsils with diather- 
my, and now she's enjoying good 
health again. 


A New York nose and throat spe- 


cialist, of unimpeachable f landing, 
still umplojs ordinary surgical ton- 
sillcclomy with cither local or gen- 
eral anesthesia in many cases, but 
says "t find- electro-coagulation very 
valuable especially in diabetic and 
cardiac adults." 


Come, brothers, tho size of my 


dome has nothing to do with the 
question. Diathermy extirpation of 
the tonsils is here, it is a boon to 
many such handicapped patients, 
and the doctor who still shuts his 
eyes, lays back his cars and growls 
"It's no good" merely betrays his 
own ineptitude.

advocated sleeping without niglit 
garments so as to let the skin 
"breathe," etc. (I. M. M.) 


Answer.—No, no Nora, not these 


nights. Anyway I'll swear—and I 
can swear some when provoked—- 
that I never perpetrated the remark 
about the skin "breathing." I have 
advocated and still do recommend 
frefluent air baths, if you know what 
I mean. Running around in the air 
and nothing else. Even if this is only 
for a few minutes, when the air is 
nice and clean and cold, it is fine 
for the old skin and it is fine for 
health too. If one can sleep comfort- 
ably 
without covers or 
clothing, 


that's the healthful way to sleep.

WHAT WAGNER PROPOSES 
The first three 
proposals 
were 


voiced in bills introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Robert F. Wagner of 
"New York. The first two were given 
preferred position on the Senate cal- 
endar. Consideration 
of the 
third 


was blocked by Senator Bingham of 
Connecticut, who has close relations 
with manufacturers. 
This measure 


also had strenuous opposition from 
the National Assoc.ation of Manufac- 
turers. . 


The. five-day week and six-hour 


day are urged with increasing -ve- 
hemence by leaders of organized la- 
bor faced with increasing technoligi- 
cal unemployment, recurrent indus- 
trial depressions and the practice of 
laying off workers at low age limits. 


Many workers already have the 


normal five-day week. The National 
Industrial Conference Board recently 
located 270 manufacturing establish- 
ments which had adopted its, includ- 
ing Henry Ford's plants. Many build- 
ing trades workers 
have a regular 


five-day week and the practice is in- 


1 creasing, though slowly. 


The Conference Board—an employ- 


ers' organization—reported that its 
evidence removes the five-day week 
from the status of a radical or im- 
practicable administrative 
experi- 


ment and places it among the plans 
which have demonstrated both prac- 
ticibility and usefulness under cer- 
tain given circumstances." 


The six-hour day is finding- more 


and more favor among labor lead- 
ers. Secretary Frank Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor says 
that in 30 or 33 hours a week then 
industry must come to the 30-hour 
or the 35-hour week in order to avoid 
"catastrophic unemployment" Presi- 
dent A. F. Whitney 
of the Interna- 


tional Brotherhood of Trainmen says 
we must have 
the six-hour day or

He should be obedient to all 
reasonable commands 
because 
he 


trusts the parent who makes them. 


But obedience is not an 
end in 


itself. It is a means to various ends 
—to protecting the child's safety and 
well being while he is little, to teach- 
ing him habits which will be useful 
to him all his life; to giving him 
the benefit of the superior judgment 
of his elders until such tmie as his 
own judgment is sufficiently de\ el- 
oped to enable him to make his own 
decisions. 


If we understand that what we

SITES ALONG WOLF 


Company 
Has Not Relin- 


quished Preliminary Grant,! 
It Is Revealed

Washington—The Wisconsin Pow- 


er and Light company has not re- 
linquished the preliminary permit it 
holds from the Federal Power and 
commission for development of pow- 
er at five sites on the Wolf river in 
the Menomineo Indian reservation. 


Last November the power 
com- 


mission extended for a year the In- 
still company's preliminary permit 
for this project, and the company 
has until Feb. 10, 1931, to apply for 
a license which will authorize con- 
struction of the five dams and op- 
eration of power plants there for 50 
years. 
True, the company wired the Sen- 


ate Indian Affairs 
committee 
on 


Jan. 30 that "if congress desires to 
create the Indian reservation into a 
park and will provide adequate com- 
pensation 
to the 
Menominee In- 


dians, we will not interpose any ob- 
jection." 


The same telegram, 
which 
was 


made public at the hearing here on 
Jan. 31, said it was the opinion of 
the company that "it is desirable to 
develop waterpowers on the Indian 
reservation to conserve energy that 
is going to waste and to provide 
revenue for 
the 
Menominee 
In- 


dians." 
The company has reserved all its 


rights to apply for a. 50-year liconso, 
and has even obtained the 
power 


commission's permission. 


SCHNEIDER INVESTIGATES 
Rep. .George J. Schneider of Ap- 


pleton, author of the bill providing 
for a. survey to determine the feasi- 
bility of making a national park of 
the six eastern 
townships 
of the 


reservation, which include the pow- 
er sites, made a thorough investi- 
gation of the situation in the Fed- 
eral Power commission and in the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs. He found 
that the power company has given 
no indication to the power commis- 
sion that it intends to give up its 
plans for the project. 
He found, 


further, that the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs has not expressed itself as 
favoring the park project. 


If sentiment in the Bureau of In- 


dian Affairs continues as it now ap- 
pears to be, the Wisconsin Power 
and Light company seems to be per- 
fectly safe in saying that it will not 
seek to block the park project if 
congress favors it.

might ensue, it was pointed out. 


Part of the expense of routing the 


highway over Division-st would have 
to be paid by the city. The state 
would pay for that part of the high 
way in the city where houses are 
more than 200 feet 
apart. 
This 


would leave 
the 
blocks 
between 


Lawe-st. and IJncoln-ave to be paid 
for by the city. Two houses would 
have to be moved the street widen' 
ed, trees removed and the city util 
ity power line moved. 


The city has no funds fu^- improve 


ments that Involve such a large sum 
of money, it was said. The proposed 
route on DeLanglade-st would cost 
the city praetially nothing, as the 
street is in good condition, and the 
dangerous railroad crossing on Di- 
vision-st. would be avoided. 
It 
is 


probable that the state railroad com 
mission would be opposed to having 
the highway cross the r illroad tracks 
there, it was indicated. 


The entire cost of building 
the 


highway from Kaukauna to Free 
dom will be about $130.000. It was 
at first planned *o spend about 580, 
000 on the project, but the total cos!

Residential building has 
been depressed for the past eight 
months and is running about 48 per 
cent below a year ago. Naturally 
building costs have declined, 
and 


labor Is more efficient. It Is possible 
to get more favorable prices on con- 
tracts for home building at the pres- 
ent time. 
The reason 
Is simple. 


When there are five builders and six 
jobs prices are high; but when there 
are five builders and four jobs prices 
are low. This reaches clear back to 
the building material factory. 
The 


contractor makes a low price; the 
dealer tries to help him out by price 
concessions; and the factory either 
cuts prices or extends the deaTer'a 
credit. The home builder profits. 


MATERIAL COSTS LOWER 
Five years ago the 
construction 


cost of an ordinary frame house, in- 
cluding labor and materials, was 100 
per cent above pre-war prices. To- 
day It is only 75 per cent above. 
Even compared with a 
year ago 


prices 
of cement, brick, 
lumber, 


glass, etc. are anywhere from 2 per 
cent to 15 per cent lower. These 
quoted prices, however, do not tell 
the whole story. It is the conces- 
sions which contractors 
and deal- 


ers offer below the nominal prices! 
that count heavily in favor of the 
home builder. This situation will not 
always exist. When residential build- 
ing revives, as it ultimately will, 
the prospective builder will find him- 
self competing with others for ma- 
terials and labor. Then there will 
be more jobs than bidders and costs 
will rise. Hence, for the man who 
is planning to build and who has 
been holding off for lower costs, the 
present looks like as favorable

time to start as any. 


Labor costs are very important. 


It is true that union wages have 
not declined. 
Neverthele-7, 
when 


there are four carpenters out of 
work for every one employed, car- 
pentry labor is sure to be more ef- 
ficient. 
The same is true of all 


trades and all industries. 
The man 


who builds his home now, not only 
secures the most favorable costs, but 
does the country a distinct service 
by providing employment and help- 
ing to maintain public 
purchasing 
power. 
MORTGAGE MONEY IMPORTANT 


In spite of the low rates of in- 


terest in the call money market and 
for commercial loans, it has been dif- 
ficult during the past three months 
to obtain money for building pur-' 
poses. 
The reason for 
this was 


that the banks and trust companies 
were tied up with real estate loans 
made on a very liberal basis from 
1927 to 1929. Experiences with some 
of these loans have not been satis- 
factory. Foreclosures and mortgage 
sales have been frequent. However, 
the banks are gradually cleaning up 
their frozen real estate loans, and 
any man of good characte • who has 
a reasonably good equity to put into 
the house will find 
his bank or 


building and loan association ready 
and willing to assist him. 


The period of over-loaning on spec- 


ulative building is over, because the 
banks have learned their lesson; but 
for tho man who has the amount 
oE cash which he ought to have 
anyway before building a home, the 
remainder of the financing can be 
taken care of. Also the lower In- 
terest rates in the financial centers 
will gradually affect the mortgage 
money market and- tend toward a 
greater supply o£ real estate funds. 


The man -vho can build now should 


do so, because when mortgage money 
becomes more plentiful a 
great 


many moro people will borrow. The 
majority build when they can borrow 
the most money. If you-wait until 
then you will have to compete uith 
everybody else for labor and ma- 
terials and your costs will be con- 
siderably higher. 


GOOD LAND INCREASING 
"While it is true that many lo- 


calities have been over-built with 
houses and that prices in these lo- 
calities for houses have declined, tho 
value of good land has either re- 
mained stable, or advanced slightlv. 
Well situated residential land shows 
a steady growth in valua because 
there is only so much good land 
and there will never be any more 
Suburban property well connected by 
good roads or rapid transit facilities 
\\ill alwajs be desirable. Incidental- 
ly, the huge road building program 
that is going forward this Summer 
should open up some good opportuni- 
ties foi' tho purchase

sites. Ouners of existing properties 
along the prosposec> line of new high- 
ways should also study tho situation 
carefully.

ment in car loadings since the first 
of April, the belief is that for the 
country as a whole the March quart- 
er will prove to be the poorest of the 
year and that, from now on, a more 
favorable comparison will be made 
by the carriers with conditions as 
they obtained in the traffic world in 
the June and'September quarters of 
1929. 


Unless business becomes more un- 


satisfactory than now indicated, the 
December quarter of the year ought

fic returns.

was published Friday for March and 
with them the results for the three 
months ended March 31. 


EARNINGS ARE LOWER 


They all reflect the situation that 


had earlier been made clear in the 
weekly figures of car loadings. With 
few exceptions grous earnings are 
below those of 1929, but in some 
cases better than in March 1928 and 
in the same month in 1927. The net 
results in a group of about 15 im- 
portant carriers in March is a loss of 
over 30 per cent as against the same 
period last year, and for the March 
quarter a decrease of more than 20 
per cent.
